"English: Amateur Boxing 
Prefers The Old 
Upstanding Stance

In England, the amateur boxing movement remaing strong in: face of the 
considerable discourngement of losing so many of its brightest stars to profes- 
sionalism, Indeed it is a very different sport in many ways. English amateur 
rules insist that the boxers wear vests to cover completely the chest and back and 
shorts coming to within two inches above the knee; also that they ‘wear a sash of 
their club or national colours. And, on the side of technique, they tend to stick 
very closely to the old upstanding stance and the straight left, rather than to the 
probably more effective crouch-and-weaye manner of many professionals. - :
